school for crippled children at 
Tozuka, Yokohama. They feel 
particularly self-conscious about 
their handicaps when attempt-

Outdoor life is encouraged at 
this school. For the children it 
is a way to regain much of the 
confidence lost due to the ever- 
present braces and crutches 
that constantly remind them of 
their handicaps. Those who 
can't stand learn to play ball 
from a sitting position, while 
others run with the support of 
crutches and braces. 

As at ordinary schools, annual 
events are observed here, in-

Japanese Population 
Reaches 93,406,445 


Japan's population has reach- 
ed 93,406,445, according to the 
results of a nationwide census 
taken on Oct. 1 and made public 
vesterday. ao 4 

That was a 4,130,916 increase 
over the last census taken in 
1955. 

Japan ranks fifth In the size 
of its population after Commu- 
nist China, India, the Soviet 
Union and the United States. 

Females totaled 47,535,820 
and males, 45,870,625. 

Population density was 252.7 
persons per square kilometer. 

The census showed the popu- 
lation was shifting rapidly trom 
the rural areas to the cities, 

The combined population for 
the Big Six cities, Tokyo, Osa- 
ka, Nagoya, Yokohama, Kyoto 
and Kobe, was 16,679,524, an 
increase of 2,477,067 over 1955. 

The population of Tokyo has 
reached 9,675,601 persons, of 
which 4,993,405 are men and 
4,682,196, Women, according to 
the census. 

The figure also showed 
an increase of 1,638,517 persons 
(or 20.39 per cent) in the past

five years since the 1955 census. 
This is equivalent to the entire 
population of Gifu Prefecture 
migrating to Tokyo over the 
past five years.

LONDON (AP)—President 
a a of Communist 
Sunday publicly recogniz- 
ed the principle of ] 
coexistence between East and 
West and seemed to signal an 
end to the ideological dispute 
which has reportedly split the 
two great nations of the Com- 
munist camp. 

Speaking in Leningrad before 
departing for Minsk, the Com. 
munist Chinese leader describ- 
ed the Soviet Union as “a power- 
ful bastion of world peace.” 
Then in a significant phrase re- 
ported by w lo, he de- 
clared: 

“The initiative of the Soviet 
Government and its proposals 
aimed at easing international 
tension and effecting general 
and complete disarmament and 
peaceful coexistence between 
countries Borg. differing social 
systems the sympathy and 
supp rt of all hey moore na- 
tions and peoples.” 

Liu has just emerged from 
weeks-long haggling in the 
Kremlin which Western sources 
say pitted the Soviet Union 
against China in a struggle for 
mastery over the ideological 
aims of world communism. 

Last week's communique on 
the Kremlin meeting avoided 
mention of the dispute but left 
the impression that the Khrush- 
chev'’s view of peaceful coex- 
istence had prevailed. 

Liu appeared at any rate de 
termined to remove any linger- 
ing doubts over unity between 
the two great Communist states, 


“The broadcast claimed he em- 


hasized that the Kremlin con- 
erence had achieved “further 
strengthening of the cohesion of 
the entire Communist move- 
ment and aé_e still further 
strengthening of solidarity be- 
tween the Communist Party of 
China and the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union.” 

Western observers retained 
some reservations on the Liu 

uncement. There appear 
ed some possibility that Liu was 
merely paying lip service to 
Khrushchev aims while still a 
guest of the Soviet Union.

LONDON (UPI)—Britain and 


Europe Monday braced for fur-| 
ther weather onslaughts after a | 
week-end of early winter storms | 
that slammed in over land and | 
sea spreading terror and de- 
struction, 


First reports indicated that 
at least six persons have been 
killed—two in England and four 
in Holland. 


In Britain an 8&-year-old boy 
fell into a flooded river and was 
feared drowned. A private air- 
man was killed at Norfolk 
when a gust of wind lofted a 
light aireraft which crashed 
down on him. 


In the Netherlands a 4-year- 
old boy was swept into a ditch 
and wned; a cyclist was 
blown under a car and killed; 
a motorist died when a tree 
crashed down on his car and 
another motorist died when the 
car he was driving was blown 
off the road into a tree. 


In Britain, virtually flooded 
out by unprecedented violent 
weather, the storms were des- | 
cribed as the most severe on 
record. Vast areas became lakes 
under continuous rainfall that. 
sent rivers and streams flood. | 
ing over their banks. Rail and 
read communications were dis- 
rupted and thousands of persons 
marooned in a weekend of fear 
and weather savagery. Today 
the position eased. But weather 
forecasters predicted more 
rough weather to come.

Rhee Supporters to 
Lose Civil Rights 


SEOUL (AP)—South Korea's 
house of representatives Mon- 
day passed a bill designed to 
strip former officials of the 
Syngman Rhee regime of their 
civil rights for five to seven 
years. 

It was the third bill passed 
by the powerful Lower House 
in a series of special ex-post- 
facto punishment laws for the 
former Rhee supporters accused 
of election rigging and other 


charges. 

o bills were adopted last 
week after the National Assem- 
bly passed ai constitutional 
amendment bill to enable the 
legislation of special laws for 
what it termed “the traitors of 
democracy.” 

A fourth bill pending before 
the House is one to punish 
these who had made fortunes 
through illegal means under the 
Rhee regime.

former Government leaders and 
key members of the discredited 
Liberal Party headed by ousted 
President Rhee, 


Kennedy’s Brother 
Starts Africa Trip 


SALISBURY, Southern Rhode- 
sia (AP) — Edward Kennedy, 
brother of US. President-elect 
John F. Kennedy, arrived in 
Salisbury Sunday to start a 
three-week observation tour of 
central Africa, including the 
Congo. 

Kennedy told newsmen at 
the airport, “the President-elect 
is taking a great interest in 
Africa. He realizes the tremen- 
dous im Africa is play- 
ing in world politics today and 
it is for this reason that one of 
his first appointments was in 
the African field,” 

Kennedy added he would be 
joining a U.S. senatorial deler 
tion for hig central African 
tour.

Finnish. It was a doctor, Elias 
Lonnrot, who traveled round 
Karelia and collected the runes 
that had been handed down by 
word of mouth for centuries 
and made them into a whole. 
The stories of the Kalevaila are 
full of adventure and magic 
and a deep feeling for nature. 
The publication came as an in- 
spiration at the time of nation- 
al awakening and had a pro- 
found influence on iiterature 
and life in Finland. Kalevala 
was transiated into Japanese 
by Kakutan Morimoto in 1997. 

The first great Finnish author, 
Aleksis Kivi, was inspired by 
Kalevala when he wrote 
tragedy, but he is best known 
for his comedy “The Village 
Cobbiers,” and his novel and 
masterpiece “Seven Brothers.” 
Both are a realistic description 
of Finnish life.

Choosing a Christmas Puppy 


I believe it’s a good time to 
do a repeat on a column which 
was written several years ago 
regarding the highlights to look 
for if you are considering the 

urchase of a new puppy for 

In order to avoid 
any misgivings in obtaining an 
unsuitable breed, care should

Some local breed- 
ers have brought this situation 
upon themselves by being all 
too willing and eager to falsify 
pedigree papers. 

The exception to this is the 
Akita breed whose pedigree 
papers are generally recognized 
in the United Kingdom and the 
United States.

A fish farmer in Takamatsu, 
Shikoku, has succeeded for the 
first time in breeding prawns 
artificially. Im the past, the 
life pattern of prawns was vir- 
tually unknown in fisheries cir- 
cles, and the accepted theory 
was that it was impossible to 
hatch their eggs artificially. 


The man who shattered that 
theory is Motosaku Fujinaga 
who hit upon the idea of re- 
leasing several female prawns 
in water tanks lined with sand 
and kept at 25 degrees centi- 
grade, 


The eggs hatch in about 14 
hours after they are laid and 
assume the shape of prawns 
by the third day. 

On the 10th day, the prawns

chamber's director of economic 
research, despite cautiously 
optimistic reports from repre- 
sentatives of four key industries 
—autos, steel, banking and 
building. 


Schmidt foresaw a recovery 
in the second half of 1961 which, 
he said, would send a total out- 
put of goods and services to a 
record rate of $515,000 million 
to $520,000 million a year from 
now. 

“In spite of further adjust- 
ments to come, 1961 as a whole 
should exceed 1960,” Schmidt 
said. “There is no present 
ground for sustained pessimism.” 

He added: “Unemployment is 
likely to average higher than in 
1960, and be troublesome.” 

In a prepared speech Schmidt 
said it was difficult to decide 
whether the economy was now 
in a “pause, recession, rolling 
adjustment, or high level pla- 
teau.” He used the word reces- 
sion elsewhere, however, and 
said there was near unanimity 
among economists that the out- 
look was downward—‘“not deep- 
ly nor for long, but still down.” 


Reports from other partici- 
pants on the outlook in their 
own fields supported Schmidt's 
forecast of an early 1961 dip and 
a summer rise. In summary, 
they predicted: 


Auto sales next year will total 
about 6,500,000 down 200,000 
from 6,700,000 expected this 
year. 


Construction will set a record 
of $57,500 million but will be 
barely above 1960 in the phy- 
sical volume of new building. 
Home construction, long a 
slump, will rise as the year ad- 
vances. 

Credit will be ample. The 
question is whether business- 
men will use as much as will 
be available. Interest rates will 
decline only moderately. 


India Makes Plans - 


For Soviet Oil 


BOMBAY (UPI)—The Gov- 
ernment-owned Indian oil 
Company is ha to make 
some quick plans handle a 
glut of Russian oil, 


The Russian petroleum—11,- 
390 tons of diesel oil and 10.784 
tons of high grade kerosine— 
arrived in August and Septem- 
ber. 

The Governmentowned Indi- 
an Oil Company (IOC) was 
hurriedly set up to take care 
of the Russian oil but Russian 
efficiency far outraced govern- 
mental red tape. As a result, 
the Indian Government now has 
asked Russia to slow down its 
shipments for about four 
months. 

To handle the two shipments, 
the Indian Oil Company has to 
scrou around for storage 
capacity from such dissimilar 
organizations as the British- 
Dutch owned Burmah Shell Co. 
and the Indian Navy. The prob- 
lem is now being handled “on 
a war footing,” according to 
sources in Bombay. 

Lacking even. the basic dis- 
tribution facilities, the Govern- 
ment company has just ordered 
a fleet of tanker trucks from 
West Germany’s Mercedes-Benz 
for delivery (and thereby 
spending some of the foreign 
exchange the Russian oil is sup- 

to save). 

In the sales field, the IOC is 
making a major bid for the 
bulk consumers of fuel, such as 
the State Road Transport Cor- 
poration. In September, a bulk 
consumer, Bombay City’s muni- 
cipalized bus corporation invit- 
ed tenders for bulk supply of 
diesel oil. The three Western 
oil companies based in India, 
quoted identical figures of 39 
U.S. cents per gallon.

Company quoted the previous 
known figure of 44 U.S. cents, 
and lost a customer, But the 
IOC rebounded immediately to 
offer the same rates, and the 
corporation has promised to

Proposals Being Drafted 
For New Coffee Accord 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A 
sweeping plan for a true inter- 
national coffee agreement—in- 
cluding both consuming and 
producing nations—is reported 
to be in the final stages of 
drafting here. 

It is tentatively scheduled to 
be submitted to the next meet- 
ing of the 30-plus nation Inter- 
national Coffee Study Group, 
which would come in iate 
December. 

The plan, or rather the basis 
for the plan, well-informed 
sources report, will be accom- 
panied by a study on the pros- 
pects of coffee consumption and 
production over the next 10 
years. 

The lengthy study, the 
sources said, would include esti- 
mates of foreign exchange earn- 
ings by coffee producing nations 
over this period, and points up 
the consequences of uncontrol- 
led over-production. 

The coffee study group, form- 
ed in 1958 with U.S. backing, 
probably will be asked to go 
ahead with the actual drafting 
of a proposed agreement, on the 
order of the international sugar, 
wheat and tin pacts, the sources 
say. 

At present, they note, the 
world’s major coffee producing 
nations, with only one or two 
exceptions, are joined in an 
international coffee agreement 
aimed at stabilizing prices by 
controlling exports. 

The participation of consum- 
ing nations in an agreement, 
the sources, say, would imply 
some form of limitations on im- 
ports, as well as the establish- 
ment of a price range of coffee. 

This, they continue, would 
give the producing nations the 
assurance of a minimum level 
of exchange earnings over the 
period of the agreement. An 
initial pact might run for five 
years they say. 

The assurance of a minimum 
and fair return from their cof- 
fee exports would permit the 


Asian Economic 
Conference Begins 


KARACHI (AP)—The com- 
mission on Asian and Far 
Eastern Affairs of the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce 
and International Business- 
men’s conference commenced 
its five day deliberations here. 

In all 27 nations participated. 
The biggest de‘tegations came 
from Japan with 40 delegates 
while other big delegations 
were the United States 25, In- 
dia 20, the United Kingdom 16, 
and West Germany 10.

Yawata to Mine 
Bay’s Sand Iron 


The Yawata Iron and Steel Co. 
has worked out plans to mine 
sand iron deposits at the bot- 
tom of Tokyo Bay. Recent tech- 
nical developments have made 
possible the processing of sand 
iron in large quantities. 

Other major iron and _ steel 
companies are also studying 
similar plans to develop sand 
iron deposits. 

The move to develop sand 
iron resources has been prompt- 
ed by an increasing demand for 
iron and steel. 

A number of technical defects 
in mining sand iron and pro- 
cessing it into pig iron have 
been solved. 

Sand iron, has a high tita- 
nium content which causes it 
to harden and makes it difficult 
to process into rolled steel. It 
also causes furnace breakdowns. 

A processing technique has 
now been developed so much 
so that even sand iron with a 
13 or 14 per cent titanium con- 
tent can be processed in large 
quantities at one time. 

Giant electric furnaces also 
make possible the production of 
steel ingots from sand iron. 


Volkswagen Shares 
For Small Buyers 


FRANKFURT (AP) — Ger- 
many’s “little man” can buy 
shares in Volkswagen, Europe's 
biggest auto producer, starting 
next month. As many as two 
million citizens of modest in- 
come are expected to do so. 

Sales of stock in the state- 
owned company is part of a gov- 
ernment program to encourage 
widespread shareholding. Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s sup- 
porters believe that the Volks- 
wagen denationalization in this 
program will be their top econo- 
mic trump in the campaign for 
the 1961 national election.

The organization of a new 
Ikeda Cabinet is certain to face 
rough sledding because of diffi- 
culties caused by a delay in the 
election of a new Speaker of 
the House of Representatives at 
the outset of the special Diet 
which convened yesterday. 


A vigorous scramble for min- 
isterial posts by various fac- 
tions of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party will add to the difficulties 
to a considerable extent. 


Therefore, it is extremely 
doubtful if the second Ikeda 
Cabinet will have the qualifica- 
tions of a regime capable of exe- 
cuting its plans positively on 
the basis of intraparty unity as 
boastfully claimed by Hayato 
Ikeda, president of the ruling 
party. 

Revival of factional strife, 
aimed at expanding the influ- 
ence of various intraparty fac- 
tions by taking advantage of 
the formation of a new Cabi+ 
net, and the birth of new anti- 
Ikeda groups are considered in- 
evitable. 


Assuming that a new Cabinet 
will be represented by all fac- 
tions, it willl mean over-all party 
support in form Only and the 
new regime, with an anti-Ikeda 
undercurrent, is not expected 
to become a strong Cabinet 
capable of executing its policies 
vigorously. 


The responsibility mainly lies 
with Ikeda himself.

PARIS—"“Do the French peo- 
ple and their representatives in 
the French Assembly really be- 
lieve that France should de- 
velop an independent atomic 
striking force as demanded by 
President Charlies de Gaulle?

National Census 

The ninth national census 
taken Oct. 1 revealed that 
Japan's population totaled 93,- 
400,000, an increase of 4,130,000 
over five years ago. The rate 
of population increase was low- 
er than the 6,070,000 seen from 
1950 up until 1955. The newly- 
revealed lower rate of increase 
was attributable chiefly to the 
spread of so-called family plan- 
ning.. Japan's population ranks 
fifth in the world. As clarified 
in the census, populations in 
farming prefectures have dec- 
lined byt the concentration in 
large cities has intensified. In 
other.. words, the diminished 
population in agricultural pre- 
fectures and the total popula- 
tion inerease during the past 
five years have all been absorb- 
ed into the nation’s industrial 
districts, Moreover, the popu- 
Jation concentration has now 
reached.a saturation point and 
there is a need for the Govern- 
ment to. foster industrial belts 


in provincial districts. The 
Government must be blamed 
for neglecting to do this, al- 
though the previous census had 
already pointed out the need to 
do this.—Mainichi Shimbun 


Mail Service Delays 


The recent delay in the de- 
livery of mail has become a 
problem with the busy yearend 
season just around the corner. 
According to a survey by the 
Postal Services Ministry, no 
less than 950,000 pieces of mail 
are held up throughout the 
country. The delay is directly 
attributable - to the “reject- 
overtime” tactics being taken 
by the Japan Postal Workers 
Union (Zentei). It has been 
clarified, however, that the 
“chronic” delay has not been 
caused merely by the ministry's 
labor policy but also by an 
awkward mail administration. It 
is hoped that the ministry will 
reexamine its administration 
as a whole from the standpoint 
of doing better service to the 
nation. The ministry should 
try to consider an increase in 
its personnel, establishment of 
more post offices and rational- 
ization of mail charges. The 
prevailing instability between 
management and workers has 
come from the fact that there 
are too few employes to handle 
the present large quantities of 
mail matter.—Yomiuri Shimbun

It is worthy of at- 
tention that the ratio of social 
security expenses against the 
total national income in 1970, 
10 years from now, as indicat- 
ed in the Economic Planning 
Agency's plan to double the na- 
tional income, will be only 
about seven per cent, lower 
than the present ratio in West 
European nations. It is true 
that the number of low-income 
earners is decreasing year after 
year. However, this is mainly 
because the basic standard for 
qualification to receive liveli- 
hood relief is extremely low. It 
is earnestly urged that the level 
of the basic standard be raised 
in order to raise the living 
standard of persons who live in 
poverty.—Asahi Shimbun 


City Bank Loans 

Some influential city banks 
have started financing indivi- 
dual consumers. It will be in- 
evitable for these banks to 
embark upon such new bank- 
ing business, for their rival sec- 
urities concerns have scored 
big successes in absorbing 
money from the general masses 
by publicizing the profits to be 
had by investing in_ stocks. 
What makes matters worse, the 
current bank rates are certain 
to be lowered in due time, mak- 
ing it difficult for them to col- 
lect deposits. Hope it held, 
however, that the _ various 
banks concerned will not stage 
any excessive competition in 
providing credits to the con- 


suming public. Japan's accu- 
mulation of funds necessary 
for the nation’s industrial world 
is still so inadequate that even 
city banks cannot afford to ad- 
vance enough money to enter- 
prises.

Red ‘Summit’ Meet 


The conference of Communist 
Party leaders from 81 nations 
of the world ended late last 
month, Radio Moscow said, af- 
ter discussions “in a friendly 
atmosphere.” Although the facts 
may never be revealed, specula- 
tion is rife that the conferees 
had heated debates, judging 
from the protracted session last- 
ing nearly 20 days. One of the 
main subjects of the talks was 
probably the new Kennedy ad- 
ministration of the U.S. The 
Soviet Union regards the new 
President as a flexible man to 
talk with, whereas Red China 
is cautious because it thinks he 
believes in “two Chinas.” On 
the subject of disarmament, too, 
Moscow was probably shocked 
by Red China's determination to 
introduce nuclear armaments. 
The only point the conferees 
agreed upon, presumably, is to 
continue the wait-and-see atti- 
tude regarding the West. 
Khrushchev's domination ap- 
pears to have been challenged 
by the Chinese Communists. The 
launching of the third space 
ships can be taken as a demon- 
stration for the benefit of the 
Communist nations of the world 
as well as the Western camp.—

The French Government 

is answering confidently that 
there can be no question of 
France creating an element of 
division within the Atlantic Al- 
liance. Actually, its spokesmen 
declare, the program deals with 
a contribution that France 
wants to make in the common 
defense effort. Foreign Minis- 
ter Couve de Murville explains 
it this way: “However modest 
France's effort might be, 
it should enable her to par- 
ticipate in the elaboration of 
the strategic plans of the Atlan- 
tic Alliance, as well as in the 
utilization of the atomic wea- 
pon.” 
Taking up the various ob- 
jections, De Murville argues 
France's controversial position: 
“There are certainly two pos- 
sible forms of Euro co- 
operation. First of all with 
Great Britain: the British have 
never contemplated becoming 
associated with another Euro- 
pean power. Secondly, coopera- 
tion with the countries of 
Western Europe: but neither 
Benelux nor Italy has con- 
templated starting along the 
road of atomic armament. 
That leaves Germany: but that 
country has solemniy undertak- 
en never to manufacture 
atomic weapons. As for at- 
tempts within the framework 
of Buratom, they have failed.” 
De Murville then concludes 
his remarks on this point by 
saying there was no reason 
for France's allies to blame 
her for doing something which 
they had not blamed Great 
Britain for doing. 

“Great Britain has already 

done what we want to do, and 
no one has ever said that in 
acting in such a manner she 
was endangering the Atlantic 
Alliance,” the Foreign Minister 
argues. 
Guy Mollet, Socialist leader 
and former Premier, disagrees 
radically with De Murville. He 
is sharply critical of the way 
the government turned the de- 
bate on the striking force into 
a vote of confidence. He also 
makes it clear that his party 
believes that the move is 
jeopardizing the whole postwar 
rapprochement between France 
and Germany. If we force 
Germany to decide between 
France and the United States, 
he asks, is there any doubt to 
the choice? Then he warned 
that the De Gaulle plan will 
force West Germany to develop 
its own independent atomic 
military force. 

There can be no doubt that 
this issue has dramatically 
highlighted—for the entire 
world to see—the growing 
questioning of De Gaulle goals 
among Frenchmen, Many feel 
that his policies are leaning 
too far toward nationalism, con- 
servatism and even authoritari- 
anism. It is obvious that these 
worries are reflected in the 
opposition vote—the largest 
against De Gaulle on a matter 
of confidence. 

What is the significance of 
all this? 

Although anxieties here are 
not so servere as to cause the 
assembly to vote for its own 
dissolution and to stand again 
for reelection, it is important 
that a trend in this direction 
could well be in the process 
of forming. 

Just where all, this may 
end is uncertain, but it could 
be the slow beginning of 
France’s return to the chaos 
that preceded De Gaulle’s for- 
mation of the Fifth Republic

In the old days it is said 
there were a thousand monkeys 
and a thousand deer which 
were tame and friendly. The 
monkeys were seen pleying 
with the deer, often riding on 
their back. As the deer and 
monkeys of the island became 
famous, little clay figures of 
the deer with a monkey on-its 
back, came to be made as a 
souvenir for the visitors. 


The monkey-deer toy is only 
10 cm. long, representing a 
female or male deer. It is a 
crudely made toy, but a fasci- 
nating one. 


Another souvenir is a realistic 
frog made of bamboo roots and 
comes in various sizes. One 
type is called ovako-gaeru 
(parent-child frog). Another is 
the wrestling frog toy showing 
two frogs in the act of wrest- 
jing. The frog toy is a 
luck charm to insure visitors 
of a safe return home, as kaeru 
(frog) also means “return 
home.” 


Visitors to the.shrine also see 
many shamoji or wooden rice 
scoops of all sizes displayed 
there. They are offer made 
by the worshipers. venir 
shamoji are also sold which are 
purchased by the visitors for 
good luck, to take home or 
mail to friends. 


This shamoji souvenir, 
though famous, is a new fea- 
ture added to the shrine. In 
1884, during the war with 
China, many soldiers were 
stationed on the island to wait 
for their dispatch to the front. 
While they were daily dishing 
out their rice with shamoji, 
they to regard their 
scoops a good luck symbol, 
as “meshitori” (rice taking) 
which was a local name for the 
scoop also meant to capture,

Dollar and Japan

News that Washington had decided to call back American 
dependents overseas and minimize offshore purchase of military 
and nonmilitary supplies came as a surprise to me because it 
was so sudden and so severe in nature, 

The “buy U.S.” order, it is estimated, will reduce niuch of 
Japan's dollar income from the stationing of American troops 
in this country, possibly by nearly $300 million of the present 
yearly total of about $400 million. Will this prove a big setback 
to Japan? 

I think it won't. Japan of late is adding $400 million to 
$500 million worth of foreign currency to its reserve of such 
assets every year. The dollar income from U.S. military sources, 
therefore, can be termed a surplus and is not what Japan must 
earn at any cost, 

The stoppage of the Inflow of a $300 million income does 
not mean a loss of $300 million either in cash or kind, Goods 
or services worth that much will remain in Japan intact even 
if the source of income is dried up, 

The goods or services thus obtained, I think, can be utilized 
in Japan for any purpose, especially at this time when they are 
threatening to run short and their prices are showing an uptrend. 

The new U.S. step, therefore, I thihk, will not prove a setback 
to Japan as a whole, although it may cause partial and short- 
lived confusion. The same can be said for the West. 

Thus, I do not expect any serious effect of the new Washing- 
ton policy. The reason why I take up the problem here is, how- 
ever, that one must find a grave significance behind the situation 
which led Washington to take such a measure, 

Let us stop and think why it was necessary for the United 
States to take steps to reduce its overseas apending. It was, 
neediess to say, that no easy improvement of America’s 
tional payment balance, which has been deteriorating for the 
last three vears, is possible. 

Then, what has caused the international account of that big 
country to deteriorate? It is because Japan and countries of 
the West have attained such a spectacular economic recovery. 

As is widely known, Japan's trade with the United States 
has turned favorable with exports exceeding imports. This is 
something Japan could not even expect a few years 

The United States poured not a little of its aid to Japan and 
West Europe to bring about this economic recovery. 

This is the primary factor that must be taken into con- 
sideration in studying the deterioration of the U.S. international 
payment balance, 

The second point is that Japan and West Europe “unfairly” oc- 
cupy good positions as rivals of the United States, for the United 
States is now assuming the dual role of guardian of world peace 
and helper of newly rising countries of the world. 

The United States assumed that role when Japan and coun- 
tries of West Europe were still suffering from the aftermath of 
World War Il and were in need of foreign aid. 

Japan and West Europe, however, have grown enough to cause 
the United States to suffer a deficit in its international payments. 
If so, they must now give up American aid and try instead to play 
a bigger role in the maintenance of world peace and in aiding 
the less industrialized countries. They have not embarked on 
such a task and this is why I think they are assuming an “un- 
fair” position. 

If one takes a closer look at the latest U.S. move to save its 
dollars with such a view in mind, one will find that it was ‘mere- 
ly the first step in enforcing a bigger policy—a pol under 
which Japan and the West will be made to render bigger services 
in the maintenance of world peace and accommodation of aid to 
newly developing countries. 

Such a tendency, it can be assumed, was indicated rather 
clearly in the latest talks between the United States and West 
Germany. 

With regard to the problem of a drop in the U.S. gold reserve, 
great cooperation is being maintained among the central banks 
of the big countries. Here we realize that the Big Powers, al- 
though they are putting up cut-throat trade competition, aré 
cooperating strongly. 

The people of Japan must keep such an analysis of the situa 
tion in mind when it gets the anticipated U.S. request for playing 
a bigger role in securing world peace and aiding less developed 
countries. Should they lack such a recognition of the situation, 


they would be failing to keep abreast of the times and grasp 
the new way of thinking. ~~
